carillon. 
The trombone choir is one 
of the most rem arkable institutions 
of its kind in the world and it is the 
most famous if not the only trombone 
choir in America. 
It differs from 
the ordinary brass choir in the fact 
th at nothing is used but slide trom ­ 
bones—soprano, alto, tenor and bass, 
with no valve instrum ents whatever. 
This choir was organized by the 
Moravian church soon afte r the set­ 
tlem ent of Bethlehem in 1741. 
It of­ 
ficiates at practically all of the serv­ 
ices in that church and on the death 
of a nfember of the church, the trom ­ 
bonists assemble on the steeple and 
play. 
It also plays at the burial of 
every member of the congregation. 
They play at the Christm as eve and 
New Y ear’s eve services and on each 
E aster Sunday m orning they start 
from the church at 3 o’clock, play­ 
ing at practically every corner of the 
city to awaken the members of the 
congregation so th at they can attend 
the morning service at the church at 
5 o’clock. 
In Bethlehem for m any years this 
music has been used for festival oc­ 
casions as w’ell as fur solemn oc­ 
casions. 
Benjamin Franklin 
in a 
letter to bis wife in 1756 says th at he 
heard very fine music in the Mora­ 
vian church 
at 
Bethlehem. 
The 
trombones were 
form erly 
used 
to 
greet celebrated persons, when they 
came to town. When General George 
W ashington visited 
Bethlehem, 
he 
was welcomed by the trombones as a 
m ark of respect. 
General Sullivan 
was greeted in the same m anner when 
he visited the town during the Revo­ 
lutionary war period. 
The trombone choir wtll play a 
program of chorales from the acad­ 
emy chapel spire in connection with 
Mr. Brees’ usual Sunday afternoon 
recital on the carillon. 
The location i 
of this spire, which is conceded to be 
the finest for bells in this country, 
(and there is no location better in any 
other country) will be a fitting place 
from which this 
particularly 
rare 
music can be bean!. 
On each Sun­ 
day afternoon during the past year 
thousands of people have gone to Mer­ 
cersburg to hear the carillon concerts 
but there is no question that a larger 
group than ever will go to th at fa­ 
mous educational institution to hear 
the joint recital of the trombone choir 
and carillon on Sunday, October 30, 
at 3 o’clock.
